He was A standpatter on the taritf. He 
opposed while in office (he publication of cam- 
paign oontribntions liefore ejections. Ho 
nevei nAd a word for direct primaries, now ro 
immediate to bis boM>m, until a certain memo^ 
able meeting in the Harvard yard in 1910. 
He has priggdd and imperfectly assindUted a 
number of ideas. He is, in fact, the Antolycus 
of politics. Neither Ilryan iii>r Lnl\dlette can 
leave a theory outdoors of a night without its 
being ''conveyed" by this nimble and prehen- 
sile Colonel. 

Tbe name, the label, the votes, that is all 
Colonel Roosevelt wants of l*rogreisire Re- 
public ids; and hie most progresiive moments 
are usually followed by leserves and qnaliflea* 
tions to convince "Rig Business** and *'tbe re* 
actionaries" that theie is no need to be fright- 
ened and that his fury is merely for publica- 
tion.
